NEW RENTAL^ REGULATIONS 
FOR SHARED ACCOMMODA¬ 
TION OUTLINED BY PRICES 
BOARD 

Effective August 15, landlords of 
shared accommodation may give a 
straight six months’ notice to va¬ 
cate terminating at any time the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
has announced. 

Previously, the six months’ no¬ 
tice to vacate this type of accom¬ 
modation could not end between 
September 30 and April 30. 

The Board has also announced 
that a lease for commercial ac¬ 
commodation, as provided by 
Order 583, may contain a clause 
should the landlord and tennant 
agree, to the effect that it can be 
terminated by the tennant only at 
a time specified and agreed upon 
notice. Previously, the lease could 
not be terminated by either parties 
prior to the end of the five year 
term. 

MORE SUGAR V NEXT APRIL 

Present indications are that 
there will be no further change in 
the present surgar ration until 
next April, The Financial Post re¬ 
ports from Ottawa. Since acreage 
sown to the 1947 crop is substan¬ 
tially higher and since European 
out-turns are steadily improving, 
a considerable improvement in the 
Canadian ration might be possible 
at that time.

NORTHERN CUT-OFF TO SAVE 
CAR MILEAGES 

If the proposed paved highway 
from the international boundary 
through to Dawson Creek BC, 
takes the route from Edmonton 
by way of Whitecourt to Grande 
Prairie, a distance of 100 miles 
would be cut off the present cir¬ 
cuitous route, according to Hon. 
W. A. Fallow, minister of public 
works. 

The minister, who was a mem¬ 
ber of a delegation that made rep¬ 
resentations to the tourist com¬ 
mittee of the Canadian senate as 
to the need of the paved tourist 
highway, expressed the opinion 
that the committee which would be 
called upon to make a decision 
would favor the Whitecourt route. 
The unconstructed part of this 
road from Whitecourt to Grande 
Prairie already has been surveyed. 

The question of the province and 
dominion sharing the expense of 
the proposed highway now is 
under consideration at Ottawa. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association which is advocating 
the need of improving Alberta’s 
highway system and bringing it up 
to a standard that would meet all 
traffic demands, including tourists, 
have expressed keen interest in 
proposals made at Ottawa. The 
whole situation is expected to be 
discussed when AMA directors 
meet.

Final Details Of 
Cenotaph Consruction 
Agreed Upon 

At a meeting of the Memorial 
.fark committee held on Monday 
evening, final details of the Ceno¬ 
taph were agreed upon. The Ceno¬ 
taph will be of concrete finish with 
terra cotta in a marble effect. The 
names of the fallen will be carried 
on slabs or black granite with red 
granite trim. As the Cenotaph is 
to be erected to those who gave 
their lives in two wars, two like 
slabs will be placed one on either 
side. A similar slab to carry the 
inscription will be placed on the 
front. The base, which will be 
placed on a square of concrete,will 
consist of two steps leading up to 
the Cenotaph. The steps risers will 
be finished in terra cotta while the 
treads will be done in tile. 

Material for the construction will 
be purchased through Mr. James 
Bennie, of Lethbridge, while the 
actual construction will be done 
by Mr. J. D’Appolonia. 

It is the desire of the committee 
to get work on the Cenotaph start¬ 
ed as soon as possible. While they 
believe that they have been able 
to get all the names of the fallen, 
they do not wish to omit anyone. 
With that in mind, here are the 
names, which at the moment, they 
will have been placed on the Ceno¬ 
taph:

First Slovak Mutual 
Benefit Society Re¬ 
presented at Sudbury 

Three representatives of the 
First Slovak Mutual Benefit So¬ 
ciety, L. Kalivoda, vice-president;

Leosky treasurer, all of Coleman, 
left for Sudbury on Aug. 4, where 
they met three representatives of 
the National Slovak Mutual Bene¬ 
fit Society. Their aim was for 
merger of the two Slovak societies 
and* have one strong society 
throughout the Dominion. 

The NSMBS has been under 
Ontario charter. The representa¬ 
tives of this Ontario association 
were Gustav Surovsky, of Kiricland 
Lake, secretary, John Lipovskiof, 
Port Oolbome, vice-president, and 
Steve Zold, of Windsor, head of the 
Junior Branch. The FSMBS has 
been under charter of the Alberta 
government, but now with the 
merger, the society will receive its 
charter from the Dominion govern¬ 
ment and will have permission to 
organize Slovaks in all parts of the 
country into one society. The new 
organization is to be known as the 
“Canadian Slovak Benefit Society.” 

The society plans to carry on 
educational work among the young 
people of Slovak nationality and 
will continue to act as a source of 
assistance to its members in event 
of sickness or death. 

The convention came to an end 
on Thursday evening at a banquet 
held in the national Slovak hall, 
Sudbury. Following the banquet a 
short program of national folk 
dances and songs was staged for 
some 100 persons. The evening was 
concluded with a dance in the 
Slovak hall.

There were a few treaty Indians 
who had to be ejected from the 
beer parlors and a few other men.

Forest Ranger 
Boulton Warns 
Of Fire Danger 

Fire danger in the forests is 
reaching a critical stage due to 
to lack of moisture supply, aceorcv- 
ing to Fire Rangfer Harry Boulton. 

The hot weather of the past 
few weeks has served to increase 
the fire hazard and Ranger Boulton 
issues his annual warning to fre¬ 
quenters of the forests to leave 
nothing to chance when extin¬ 
guishing their camp fires. 
“Thoroughly drown the camp fire” 
states Mr. Boulton. “So often a 
fire appears dead only to have a 
slight breeze shortly after kindle 
hot embers which in turn burns 
the vegetation around it and a 
serious and costly fire may have 
been started.” 

To smokers he warns not %o 
throw away lighted matches care¬ 
lessly. “Run your thumb up along 
the burnt portion and thus make 
sure the match is made harmless.” 

It is many years since a ooetly 
fire occurred in this neighborhood 
and the hills are once again being 
covered by young trees where the 
last forest fire occurred. 

INDEX FOR WAGE RATES IN 

CANADIAN INDUSTRY 

Wage rates in the industries of 
Canada continued to rise during 
1945, according to the index num¬ 
ber baaed upon preliminary com¬ 
pilations made by the department 
of labor. Figures were released by 
the Hon. Humphrey MitcheH, mini¬ 
ster of labor. 

The general index, covering 
rates in the six main industrial 
groups, rose 2.8 points from 1944— 
from 137.5 in 1944 to 140.3 for 
1945. 

The greatest increase in wages 
has taken place in the logging in¬ 
dustry. In 1944 the figures showed 
146.1, while in 1945 the index in¬ 
creased to 161.4 for a gain of 15.3 
points over the previous year, or a 
total increase from the basic year, 
1939, of 61.4 points. 

Transportation and communica¬ 
tion had moved up from 127.6 in 

1944 to 128.9 in 1945, showing an 
increase over 1939, of 28.9 points. 

Among the other industries, 
wages in mining showed an in¬ 
crease of 34.8 points in 1944 over 
the basic figure of 100 in 1939. In 

1945 the wages showed a 1.4 gain 
to bring the final figures to 136.2. 
Manufacturing figures increased 
2.1 points in 1945. In 1944 the in¬ 
dex stood at 141.1 and the increase 
in 1945 brought it to 143.2 for a 
total increase of 43.2 points since 
1939. 

Construction in 1944 had risen 

27.6 points since 1939, which 
brought the total for that year to 

127.6 points; a further rise in 
wages of 1.5 points brought the 
index to 131.1 points in 1945. Serv¬ 
ice wages in 1944 had risen 28.9 
points since 1939; in 1945 these 
wages increased 7.2 points to 136.1, 
or a total increase of 36.1 points 
since 1939. 

During this period, 1939 to 1945, 
the wage index for the general 
average increased 40.3 points. The 
cost of living index during the same 
period increased 19.9 points.

Much Reduced Fares Are Expected j 
When Boats Resume Service j

Ocean travel today, which is not 
different from that experienced by 
thousands of Canadians during the 
war, soon will begin to return to pre¬ 
war standards. In dry docks and 
graving basins at ports around Bri¬ 
tain’s coastline, miniature armies of 
workmen are busily engaged in re¬ 
storing war-battered troopers to 
their pre-war state of elegance and 
comfort. By late September or 
early October, the first is expected to 
start regular passenger runs in the 
North Atlantic service between New 
York and the battered ports of 
Europe. 

Coincident with the reconversion 
of some of the world’s most famous 
liners out of their anonymous coats 
of battleship grey, plans are being 
drawn up for new and more modern 
ocean greyhounds. So far, most of 
these plans are still in the blueprint 
stage, but their ultimate development 
will foreshadow the shape of ocean 
travel of the future.

PRICES BOARD TELLS REGU¬ 
LATIONS REGARDING LICENS- 
ING OF BUSINESSES 

The Wartime Prices and Trad* 
Board warns all holders of busi¬ 
ness licenses that they must report 
all changes of address and of name 
to the licensing division of the 
Board. 

Regulations of the Prices Board 
require all manufacturers, persons 
buying goods for resale, or operat¬ 
ing a services business, to hold a 
license. Qnce this has been ob¬ 
tained any change in the business 
address, the business name, or any 
change or modification of the busd- 
nss must be reported within ten 
days of that change to the licens¬ 
ing division. 

The director of licensing may 
cancel any person’s license who 
fails to comply with these regula¬ 
tions, or who fails within sixty 
days of obtaining a license to com¬ 
ply with the regulations of the 
board concerning the fixing of the 
prices or who has not actually 
started up in the business in the 
manner he specified when obtain¬ 
ing the license.

VISITORS TO THE NATIONAL 
PARKS 

Visitors to Canada’s National 
Paries where a day to day record is 
kept numbered approximately 450,- 
000 up to the end of July, accord¬ 
ing to a statement released by the 
Honorable J. A. Glen, minister of 
mines and resources. This com¬ 
pares with an attendance of ap¬ 
proximately 600,000 during the 
whole of 1945 and is perhaps in¬ 
dicative of the increased tourist 
travel all over Canada in this the 
first year of peace. 

During the month of July alone 
60,873 visitors passed through the 
eastern gateway into Banff Na¬ 
tional Park, Alberta, an increase 
of more than 18,000 over the same 
month last year. The other Nation¬ 
al Parks in Alberta also report 
similar percentage increases in the 
number of visitors. Waterton 
Lakes attendance figures jumped 
from 19,000 to 45,000; Elk Island, 
the home of the buffalo, from less 
than 10,000 to nearly 17,000; and 
Jasper National Park from 4,000 
to 7,500 as compared with July of 
last year. 

In Saskatchewan, Prince Albert 
National Park had 11,700 visitors 
compared with 8,000 in July 1945, 
and Riding Mountain National 
Park in Manitoba, had nearly 
55,000, an increase of more than 
15,500 over the same period last 
year. 

July reports from the National 
Parks in British Columbia, On¬ 
tario, Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia all tell a similar story 
—substantial increases over July 
of last year. For instance, Koote¬ 
nay National Park in British Co¬ 
lumbia, had an increase in visitors 
from 8,700 to 21,600; Point Pelee 
in Ontario, from 19,400 to 30,800; 
Prince Edward Island National 
Park from 17,000 to 21,000; and 
Cape Breton Highlands National 
Park in Nova Scotia, from 5,000 to 
7,000. 

A feature of this year's attend¬ 
ance at the National Parks is the 
number of visitors bringing their 
own camping equipment, including 
may automobile trailers, and mak¬ 
ing use of the campgrounds which 
have been equipped for that pur¬ 
pose in all the National Parks. 
Superintendents report that these 
campgrounds have been used to a 
greater extent than ever before 
thus relieving the pressure on 
other park accommodation.

Sixty Years Of Progress 

THIS YEAR MARKS THE SIXTIETH ANNIVERSARY of the found 
ing of the Experimental Farm system in Canada, and in observation of this 
milestone tributes have come from all parts of the country to the work 
which has been carried on in the interests of agriculture for over half a 
century. When the system was inaugurated in 1886, the position of Cana¬ 
dian agriculture was far from prosperous. The great wheat-growing areas 
of the West had not yet been developed, sixty thousand acres in the Red 
River Valley being the only wheat crop sown in the West at that time. In 
the whole of Canada only 45 million acres were then under cultivation, as 
compared with 174 million acres today. Exports of wheat in 1886 amounted 
to 3,500,000 bushels, nearly all of that being from Ontario, while we now 
export nearly 300,000,000 bushels, mostly from the Prairie Provinces. 


Brilliant Work 
Of Dr. Saunders 


The founding of the Experimental Farm sys¬ 
tem in Canada inevitably brings to mind the 
work of the noted scientist, Dr. William Saun¬ 
ders, who was the first superintendent. Dr. 
Saunder’s brilliant work in plant breeding, which led to the discovery of 
Marquis and other varieties of wheat suitable for the climate of Western 
Canada, is well known. As a direct result of his studies the Canadian West 
became one of the great wheat-producing areas of the world, and Canadian 
agriculture as a whole advanced rapidly. Dr. Saunder’s work was not con¬ 
cerned entirely with wheat, but extended to problems connected with the 
growing of trees, shrubs, fruits and vegetables in regions where the climate 
was not considered favourable for their cultivation. He had much success 
in introducing varieties of plants which could be successfully grown on the 
Prairies and in northern regions. 

T j*!* LI The tradition established by Dr. Saunders has 

iraUITIOfl nas been carried on, and the Dominion Experimental 

Farms continue to make a valuable contribution 
to the progress of agriculture in all parts of the 
country. The importance of scientific knowledge in dealing with farm 
problems has been proven many times, and the Experimental farms help 
to keep before the farmers the most up-to-date knowledge on methods of 
dealing with plant and animal diseases, new breeds of plants, the latest 
developments in agricultural engineering, and countless other matters re¬ 
lated to farm work. Plans are now under way to further expand the work 
of the Experimental Farms throughout the Prairie Provinces, in connection 
with soil drifting, the use of new varieties of crops and the use of the 
latest cultural methods. This service, inaugurated sixty years ago, has 
indeed been of great value both to agriculture and to the country as a 
whole for, in the words of Dr. E. S. Archibald, superintendent of the 
Dominion Experimental Farms: “Without a prosperous agriculture there 
can be no prosperous urban community.” 


WATER FOR CATTLE 

Average Cow Needs Ten To Fifteen 
Gallons Of Water Per Day 

Veterinary authorities state that 
for the highest production of milk 
the importance of a continuous sup¬ 
ply of drinking water for the cows 
cannot be over-estimated. Experi¬ 
ments in Canada, United States, Bri¬ 
tain and other countries have shown 
that milk production was higher from 
cattle with water available to them 
throughout the day than from cattle 
which had access to water only once 
or twice a day. 

It is estimated that the ‘average 
cow needs from 10 to 15 gallons of 
water per day. High producing cat¬ 
tle, such as those producing, say, 10 
gallons of milk per day, may con¬ 
sume up to 30 gallons of water per 
day. Where'dry feed, such as hay or, 
chaff and concentrates,- is being fed, 
the cows would .take 10 to 15 gal¬ 
lons of water as such. However* 
where the cows are on pasture and 
quantities up to 130 pounds are 
known to be eaten, water would be 
taken in smaller amounts. One hun¬ 
dred and thirty pounds of pasture 
would probably contain about nipe 
or ten gallons of water. If silage 
were fed, 50 pounds of that material 
would probably contain about 3% 
gallons of water.

Price Control 
And Rationing 
Information 

Q.—What are the numbers of the 
| meat and butter coupons in ration 
j book No. 5 to be declared invalid 
on August 31st? 

A.—Meat coupons M-40 to M-50 
and butter coupons R-10 to R-17 be¬ 
come invalid for the purchase of 
these commodities after August 31st. 
“Beaver” and “Buffalo” coupons, 
issued to members of the armed 
forces and other temporary ration 
card holders, will not be affected by 
the change and all sugar coupons will 
■remain valid until further notice. 

Q.—I heard the sugar ration was 
to be increased for the balance ot 
this year. By how much is the sugar 
ration to be increased ? 

A.—There will be an increase of 
three pounds per person in the in¬ 
dividual sugar ration for the re¬ 
mainder of this year. The increase 
to consumers will boost the individual 
ration to 31 pounds of sugar for the 
year. The 10 pounds of canning 
sugar is in addition to this and 
makes a total allotment of 41 
pounds per person.

Q — I am a farmer's wife and make 
butter for our own use only. Is it 
necessary to make a report to the 
Local Ration Board on the amount of 
butter used? 

A—All dairy butter producers 
(other than authorized butter re¬ 
porters) must register with their 
respective Local Ration Boards even 
if the butter they produce is used in 
their own households and is not sold. 

Q.—What coupons will be used for 
the purchase of meat when the “M” 
coupons in ration book No. 5 are all 
used?

HALIFAX. — The proposal that
